Oregon boundary question, and the victori-

ico. Gen. Taylor’s engagement with Gen. 
Arista occurred on 8th and 9th of May. 
2,300 U. S. troops were opposed to 6000 
Mexicans, Tho latter officsally acknowl. 
edges the loss of 4,000 men, and all their 
artillery, baggage, stores, &. The loss 
of the Americ.ns was 30 kiled, 16 of whom 
were officers, (meludug the gallant Major 
Ringold) and 140 wounded. “ Matamoras is 
now in possession of the Americans; Gene- 
ral Taylor is on his way to Salteto and Mon. 
terey with 6000 men, and we have very Little 
doubt that within two months he will have 
25,000 men in the Capital and then make 
peace on his own terms,” says a letter from 
Mazatlan, dated July 26, 1846.

COMMODORE PLOAT’'A ADDRESS. ' 

The Central Government of Mexico has 
commenced hostilities against the U. 8. of 
America, by invading its territory, and at. 
tacking the troops of the U. S. stationed on 
the north aide of the Rio Grande, with a force 
of seven thousend men under the command 
of Gen. Arista, whioh army was totally de- 
atroyed, and all their artillery, bagga e, &o. 
captured on the Sth and 9th of ay ast, by 
a force of two three hundred men, 
under the command of Gen. Taylor, and 
the city of Matamoras taken and occupied 
by the forcea of the U. 8. The two nations 
being actually at war by this transaction, I 
shall hoist the standard of the U. S. at Mon- 
terey immediately, and shall carry it through- 
out California. 

-I declare to the inhabitants of California, 
that although I come in arms, with a power- 
fal foroo, Tdo not come among them as an 
enemy to California, but on the contrary, as 
thelr friend, as henceforward California 

will be a portion of the U. S. and its peace- 
able inhabitants will enjoy the same rights 
and privileges as the citizens of any portion 
of thet nation, and all those they now enjoy, 
together with the privilege of choosing their 
own magistrates aud other officers for the 
administration of justice among themselves ; 
and the same protection will be extended ‘to 
them as to any other State of the Un- 
ion. They will also enjoy 4 permanent 
government, under which life, property, 
and the constitutional and lawful security 
to worship the Creator ina sri most con- 

nial to each one’s own sense of duty, will 

secured, all which unfortunately, the Cen- 
tra] Government of Mexico cannot afford 
them, destroyed as her resources are by in- 
ternal factions, and corrupt officers, who cre- 
atc constant revolutions to promote their own 
interests and oppress the people. 
+ Undor the flag of the U. S., California 
will be free from all such troubles and ex- 
pense, and the country will rapidly advance 
and improve, both in agriculture and com- 
merce, as of course the laws will be the 
same in California as in all other parts of 
the U. S. All manufactures and produce of 
the U. S. will be afforded free of any duty, 
and all foreign goods at one eae the 15 
ty they now pay, thus creating a great in- 
cae ta ihe value of real estate, and the 
products of California.

GENERAL ORDER. 
U. S. Frac Snir SAVANNAH, 
Harbor of Monterey, 7thJuly, 1846. i 

We are now about to land upon the terri. 
tory of Mexico, with whom the U. S. are at 
war. To strike their flag, and hoist our own 
in place of it, is our duty. It is not only 
our duty to jake California, but to preserve 
it afterwards, as a part of the U. S., at all 
hazards. To accomplish this, it is of the 
first importance to cultivate the good opin. 
ions of the inhabitants, and reconcile them 
tothe change, We know how to take care 
of those wha oppose us, but it is the peace. 
ful and unoffending inhabitants whom we 
must reconcile. 1 scarcely consider it neo- 
essary to caution American seamen and ma. 
rines against the detestable vice of plunder. 
ing and maltreating unoffending inhabitants. 
But that no one may misunderstand his duty, 
the following regulations must be strictly 
adhered to, as no violation of them can hope 
to escape the severest punishment. 

Ist. On landing, no man is to leave the 
shore until the commanding officer gives the 
order to march. 

2d. No gun is to be fired, or other act of 
hostility committed without express orders 
from the officer commanding the party. 

3d. The officers and boat-keepors will 
keep their respective boats as close to the 
shore as they will safely float, taking care 
they do not lay aground, and remain in them 
prepared to defend themselves against at. 
tack; and attentively watch for signals from 
the ships, as well as from the party ashore. 

4th. No man is to quit hisranks, or enter 
any house, on any pretext whatever, without 
express orders from an officer. Let every 
man avoid insult or offence to any unoffena. 
ing inhabitant, and especially avoid that eter- 
nal disgrace which would attach to our 
names end to our country’s name, by indig- 
nity or ingult to a female. 

5th. Plunder of any kind is strictly 
prohibited; not only does the plundering 
of the smallest article from a prize, pro- 
hibit all claim to prize money, but the 
offender must erent to be severely punished, 

6th. Finally, let me entreat you, one and 
all, not to tarnish our hope of bright success, 
by any act that we shall hercafter be asham. 
ed toown before God and our country.

COMMODORE STOCKTON’S ADDRESS. 

The Mexican government and their mili. 
tary officers have without cause, for a year 
peste been threatening the United States with 
ostilities. They have recently, in purau · 
ance of these threats, commenced hostilities 
by attacking with 7000 men, a detachment 
of 2000 U. S. troops, by whom they were 
signally defeated and routed. Gen. Castro, 
the commander in chief of tho military for- 
ces of California, has violated overy princi. 
ple of international law, and national hos. 
pitality, by hunting and pursuing with sove- 
hundred soldiers, and with wicked intent, 
Capt. Fremont of the U. S. Army, who 
came here to refresh his men (about 40 in 
number) after a perilous journey across the 
mountains, on a scientific survey. For 
these repeated hostilities and outrages, mili- 


ants for the use of 


the moet brutal manner, and there are noCal- 
Mornian officers who will arrest and bring the 
murderers to justice, although it is well 
known who they are and what they are. I 
must therefore, and will, as soon as I can, 
adopt such measures as may seem best cal- 
culated to bring these criminals to justice, 
and to restore peace and good order to the 
territory. 

In the firat place, however, L am constrain- 
ed by eyery principle of national honor, as 
well as due regard for the safety and best 
interests of the people of Californie, to put 
an end at once, and by force, to the lawless 
depredations daily committed by Gen. wp? 
tro’s men upon the persons and property o 
peaceful e inhabitants, 1 can- 
not therefore confine my operations to the 

uiet and undisturbed possession of the de- 
enceless ports of Monterey and San Fran- 
cisco, whilst the people elsewhere are suffer- 
ing from lawless violence, but will immedi- 
ately march against these boasting and abu- 
sive chiefs, who have not only violated eve- 
ry principle of national hospitality and good 
faith towards Capt. Fremont and his survey- 
ing party, but who, unless driyen out, wil, 
with the aid of the hostile Indians, keep this 
beautiful country in aconstant state of rev- 
olution and blood, as well as against all oth- 
ors who may be found in arms, or aiding and 
abetting General Castro. The present Gen- 
eral of the forces of California is an usurp- 
er, has been guilty of great offences, has im- 
verished and dramed the country of almost 
its last dollar, and has deserted his post now 
when most needed. He has deluded, and 
deceived the inhabitants of California, and 
they wish his expulsion from the country. 
He came into power by rebellion and force, 
and by force he must be expelled. Mexico 
appears to have been compelled from time 
to time to abandon California to the mercies 
of any wicked man who could muster an 
hundred men in arms. The distances from 
her capital are so great, that she cannot, 
even in times of great distress, send timely 
aid to the inhabitants, and the lawless depre- 
dations upon their persons and property go 
invariably unpunished, She cannot or will 
not punish the chieftains, who one after the 
other have defied her power, and kept Cali - 
fornia in a constant state of revolt and mis- 


ery. 

The inhabitants are tired and disgusted 
with this constant succession of military 
usurpers, and this insecurity of life and pro- 
perty. They invoke my protection, and up- 
on them I shall not make war. I require 
however, all officers, civil and military, and 
all other persons, to remain quiet at their re- 
spective homes and stations, and to obey the 
orders they receive from me, or by my au- 
thority, and if they do no injury or violence 
to that authority, none will be done to them. 
But notice is hereby given, that if any of 
the inhabitants of the country either aban- 
don their dwelling, or do any injury to the 
arms of the U. S, orto sny person in this 
territory, they will be considered as enemies 
and treated accordingly. No person what- 
over is to be troubled in consequence of any 
part he may heretofore have taken in the 
pohtics of the country, or for having been 
an adherent of Gen. Castro; and all persons 
who may have belonged to the government of 
Mexico, but who from this day acknowl 
the authority of the existing laws, are to 
treated in the same manner as other citizens 
of the United States, provided they are obe- 
dient to the laws, and to the orders they shall 
receive from me, or by my authority. 

The commander in chief does not wish to 
possess himself of one foot of California for 
any other purpose, than as the only means

But we have no 
feara for such improbable results, and do not caro a fig 
for such false prophecies, Wo say success to Califor- 
nia under “ tho stars and stripes for wo recogniso in 
her, as În Oregon, the matennl for future groat and 
powerful States. The interests of the two countries 
are widely differont and yot closely interlocked Ore- 
gon willbe tho vast produce and provision market of 
the Pacific countnes, To her, they will look for tho 
necesanes of hfo and those vanous commodities that 
her fertile soil promises to yield in rare abundance, and 
the exchange of which with other nations, must cre- 
ate the wealth - returns of commerce. A development 
of her resources will work wonders towards giving her 
distinction and importance in the world’s estimation 
In this attainment, there will be muracles achieved in 
the space of a fow year.

The officer as in duty 
bound, asked her name, when she replied in 
u manner that brought the tears from the 
eyes of those sturdy minions of the law, 
whose hearts are necqgsarily steeled to pity 
and the finer feelings F the man. 

“ Ask me not my name,” she cried, „ let 
mo bear in silence and unknown the fate an 
inscrutable Providence has meted out to 
me, but let not aged parents, fond brothers 
and loving sisters, hear that I—that I have 
died an inmate of an Alms House and the 
recipient of public charity,“ 

“I will grant your desire,“ the magistrate 
rephed, “ but if I knew more of your histo- 
ry and circumstances, I might probably do 
something better for you.“ 

“Twill tell what I dare tell, if you will 
believe that I speak the truth, and use your 
influence to obtain me some situation in 
which I can but obtain me an honorable liv- 
ing,“ was her impassioned answer. 

The magistrate promised to do all he could 
for her, and alleviate her situation as muck 
as possible. 

“ May Heaven bless you, sir!” she said, 
and told her mournful and thrilling coneate- 
nation of suffering and perversity, commin- 
gled with sobs and the actual feelings of the 
woman. 

Two years ago, sir, I was happy, and 
knew not what it was to want; my parents 
were rich, and owned one of the finest plan- 
tationsin a Southern state: Iwas but young 
not twenty—but [ had my suiters, the sons 
of wealthy men, yet I loved them not; no 
one of the gaudy throng had as yet made an 
impression on my heart? There was in the 
neighborhood a poor but manly youth, the 
teacher of our district school; he visited our 
house, and was treated with all the respect 
and attenuon that other visitors received, 
and I—l, sir, fell in love with that man, and 
itwas reciprocated. My father soon discov- 
ered the secret, and forbade him ever to 
cross his threshold again. Need I say, sir, 
we met clandestinely and were married ; we 
fled and Aok up our residence in this city. 
My husband taught an academy for a liveli- 
hood, and for eighteen months we were hap- 
py; but then my husband was taken sick, 
and he—he died! Yes—oh God ! he died!

Notwithstanding the ‘early and safe ar- 
tival of all the emigration by the Mount 
Hoo road,“ it appears that some are yet in 
the mountains, and many moro beyond, who 
cannot either safely or unsafely, arrive by 
the Mount Hood road this season, and those 
who have succeeded in passing the moun- 
taing have suffered losses in proportion to 

sir numbers, full as great, as any previ. 

, emigration ; some of those last getting 

‘rough, having lost half, and others the 
hole, of their animals. 

Facts, so far from proving favorable to 
the old road, go to show the decided adyan- 
tage of the new. The emigrants on the new 
route, though greatly delayed by sickness, 
and the opening and breaking the way over 
timbered mountains and trackless plains, 
have arrived in the valley west of the Cas- 
cade mountains more than fire weeks ago, 
and “ the families who have abandoned their 
wagons” amount to one only. This they 
have done by traveling a distance not ex- 
ceeding that from Fort Hall to Wallawalla, 
and without meeting the tenth part of the 
natural obstacles encountered on the old 
route. From tho Rogue river valley to Or. 
egon City, in less than ten years, there will 
be continuous settlements, there being but 
two narrow ridges of coast mountain be. 
tween; the one sixteen, the other eight miles 
over. 

Were you, Mr. Editor, to tako tho troublo 
to examine the files of your paper, you 
would find that others, as well as Goff and 
Applegate, have spent their timo and money 
in the public service, and are equally do- 
serving the praise or censure of the public. 
And as the hope of pecuniary reward had 
no share in inducing them to undertake an 
expedition which was justly considered one 
of great danger, labor and privation, they 
have with equal magnanimity brought it to 
a successful issue. From the emigrants 
who aro traveling the new road, they have 
neither asked nor received any thing except 
by purchase; and to those who have assist. 
ed them in opening the road, they have 
bound themselves as individuals to the pay- 
ment of one dollar and fifty cents per day. 

Let me tell you, Mr. Editor, the company 
to which I am proud tu belong, did not leave 


their homes to ride a few deve up the Wil- 
1 


lamette river and return with a false report 
to the people: they went seriously determin- 
ed to find a road, if one was to be found: 
they went actuated by the purest motives, 
and in the spirit of patriotism and philanthro- 
py, and were more than successful, 

They have explored and opened a wagon 
road to the western valley of Oregon which 
may be traveled at any and at all seasons, 
by a shorter and in all respects better route 
than- any heretofore known. 

They have made it easy for wagons to 
ass between Oregon and California, which 
nas hitherto been impracticable. 

They have found a way by which the 
southern rivers of Oregon may be connected 
by rail road to the bay of San Francisco 
without crossing a single hill. 

On the road they have found a mail may 
be carried at all seasons, and a rail road 
may reach the Bay of San Francisco from 
the U. 8. without crossing the Siera Neveda, 
or, to the Willamotto, without crossing the 
Cascade Mountains, 

And lastly, by their own unassisted means, 
they have succeeded in establishing a con- 
necting link between the waters of Oregon, 
and those of the great interior basin of Cal. 
itoenia, before uhbnown, and which one of 
the ablest 0 in the service of the 
United States attempted, without success. 

Such, Mr. Editor, are the achievmente of 

the wvploting party, whieh envy and cupidi- 
ty would render nugatory !!!

JAPAN. 
Visir or mg U. S. S. Corustpus.—The 
U. S. Ship of the line Columbus, 100 guns, 
bearing tho broad pennant of Commodore 
James Biddle, commanding. U. S. East India 
Squadron, arrived in our waters on Wednes- 
day morning and anchored in the outer roads, 
She is from China, viu Japan, forty-three 
days from Jeddo, which place Cornmodore 
Biddle visited with the design of opening in- 
tercoursa with the Emperor of Japan, by 
forwarding him a letter from the United 
States Government. The ship anchored 
some distance below the city for want ol pro- 
per charts and the indisposition of the au- 
thorities to allow her to come nearer. The 
communication was forwarded to the Em- 
peror, explaining the objects of the visit, to 
which he replied, that he had heard of the 
United States, that they were a flourishing 
and great nation, and that he hoped they 
would continue to be prosperous, but declin- 
ed any closer iclations withthom. The only 
foreign trade that would bo allowed was with 
the Dutch und Chinese. He begged the 
ship would supply herself with what she 
wanted speedily, up anchor, be off, and never 
return. Landing was disallowed, but the 
ship was supplied with such as the country 
afforded, wood, water, poultry, eggs, and 
vegetables, for which neither pay nor pres- 
ents were received in return. Nothing like 
trado was allowed with the numerous visit- 
ors that came on board. Even presents of 
coin, ac., that Jack gave dome of the shore 
eople, were aſterwards returned. The on- 
y productions of the country obtained were a 
parcel of presents sent by the Emperor to 
the Commodore, which were declined by 
him. The Japanese officor having them in 
charge dared not return without delivering 
them, as it was at the dusk of the evening, 
he threw his packet into ono of the quarter 
boats and pulled off for the shoro as fast as 
possible. There rin no way to return it, 
the contents wero divided among tho officers, 
but they contained nothing of much value 
or skill in . 
The Japanese had heard of. the Intended 
visit of the Columbus, but seemed some sur- 
rised at her dimensions. She was visited 
y many of the inhabitants, ovidently with 
tho Emperor's permission, but thore wore 
no females among them. And boats wore 
kept about her, as in the case of tho Man- 
hattan, but they were not of force to resist a 
man-of-war. The men are represented as a 
fine, athletic race, inquisitive and intelli- 
ent. Tho shore off which the Columbia 
ay was rocky, but wooded, fertile, and a 
rently well cultivated. Hogs and bul- 
1 85 were not to be had, though other sup- 
plics wero plentiful. The Columbus lay 
thore ten days and then sailed for this place. 
The Vincennes was subjocted tosimilar treat-

These aro all the particulars wo havo as 
yet gathored of this visit to Japan, The 
result shows that it met with no bettor suc. 
coss than thA previous attempts, and that the 
Japanese are determined to persevoro in 
thoit exclusive policy, content with the 
amount of thelr present intercourse with 
Christendom, through tho agents of the 
Dutch factory at Nangasacki, In looking 
at tho result-ef the contact of the European 
races with the native power of India and 
China, one cannel but admire the polito 
wariness of the Japanese.

CALIFORNIA, 

The revenues of California, under the 
old regime 1844 and 745, amounted to about 
8200, 000, which has been chiefly absorbed 
by the military and their partizuns. ‘The 
average annual duties for tho last ten years 
have been 885,000 —last year they amount- 
ed to &135,000—an enormous tax upon an 
impoverished country of ten thousand in- 
habitants. The public debt is about 8130, 
000, mostly acknowledged military claims. 
Previous to the reduction of the turiff by 
American authoritics, the inhabitants were 
obliged to pay tho ſollowing enormous rates 
for the necessaries of life. American prints, 
75 cents per yard—common cotton, 50 do 
ticking 81 per yard—cheapest broadcloth, 
812 por yard—collve, 37 cents por lb. u- 
gar, 25 cents per Ib.— flour, 818—shot 374 
cents por lb.—powder, 83.—Tho reduction 
of the duties to tho American standard, will 
have the effect to greatly incrense the con- 
sumption, and ultimately to bring the prices 
of forcign goods to the averago of this placo. 

Tho country is rich in minoral resources 
~—niines of gold, silver, copper, lead, sulphur 
and quicksilver are being rapidly discovered. 
Two of rich quicksilver ore, yielding 30 per 
cent of pure metal, are now in operation, one 
to the north and the other on the south side 
of San Francisco Bay. 2000 Ibs. hayo ul. 
ready been extracted from the latter. Tho 
neighborhood of the quicksilver mines to 
those of the preolous metals, will greatly en- 
hance tho profits of working them, and ff 
very productive, reduce tho value of the 

schild monopoly in Europe. The facil- 
ities of exportation from their vicinity toa 
noble harbor, aro unrivaled. No loss than- 
seventy announcements of mines wore made 
to tho Alealdo of San Jose within the five 
months previous to June last. In the rear 
of Pueblo de los Angelos there exists a gold 
“Placer? or washing, said to be cightesn 
leagues square, By the laws of Mexico, 
this cannot bo held as a mine, but is free to 
the industry of any ond. Tho most indolent 
Indian, it is said, by. washing the sands, can 
et his 12 reals worth of gold por day. 
any thousand dollars have already been 
exported to the United States. 
ho Hudson Bay Co. have sold out their 
establishment at San Francisco to Messrs. 
Howard & Mellus. Mr. Leidesdorif, late 
U. S. Vico Consul, has erccted buildings at 
the Bay at an expense of $15,000, has 
a valuable contract for supplying the Rus- 
sian Fur Co. with beof, flour, and provisions.
